2 Metres Counties Contest 


This contest takes place tomorrow, Easter Monday from 2pm to 4pm local time. There 
are separate sections for portable and fixed stations, low power and high power, as 
well as an FM Only section for single ops and an SWL section. 


To ensure everyone gets a fair chance of calling CQ, there is a special 'QSY Rule' to 
the effect that after any QSO in which you are called by another station, you must 
QSY to another channel (FM), or by at least 3 kHz (SSB), before soliciting another 
QSO, while the station answering the CQ or QRZ has the frequency for one more 
contact. See www.irts.ie/contests for more details. 


The 2 metres counties contest is a very popular event, it's a good opportunity for 
individuals and groups to test VHF propagation.

IRTS has been issued with the call sign E1150 ITU to commemorate the 150th 
anniversary of the founding of the International Telecommunication Union in 1865. 
The call sign is available for use by any EI station in the 26 counties holding a current 
amateur station licence. Anyone wishing to use the call sign can do so subject to 
notifying Dave O'Conner EI6AL of the times/ bands/modes prior to going on the air 
so as to avoid any potential duplication. Anyone applying to use the call sign is 
considered to be undertaking to use it in accordance with the ComReg Regulations, 
Technical Conditions, Frequency allocations and Guidelines relating to amateur 
stations. It is also essential that logs (preferably in ADI format) are kept when using 
the call sign and copies emailed to Dave EI6AL so that a central log can be held for 
QSL or other purposes.

Calls to 
look for are SWOKJ, SWOJY, SWOVE and SWOMA. This is a holiday style expedition 
and they plan to be on 160 — 10m on SSB, CW and RTTY. 


Chatham Island will be activated by three New Zealanders using the callsign ZL7E 
until 15th April. They will operate 40 — 10m on SSB, CW and RTTY. QSLs should be 
requested using OQRS on Club Log. 


Francois F8DVD will operate as JW/F8DVD from Spitzbergen Island in the Svalbard 
Archipelago from 9th to 15th April. He will operate from the shack of the JW5E club 
station. QSLs go via his home call. 


Wes ZL3TE will visit Fiji for several days from 10th to 13th April. He will use the 
callsign 3D2SE and use mainly CW. QSL to his home call.
